Hie working class has accented this problem with great 
poxitical oo* .prehension and is actively participating in a vote cgeinst 
the treaty. This activity has been organized by thoiocal Junta/’ On 
the other hand, other social groups arc beginning to see the colonial 
nature and war— like essence of this aforementioned tree tv and we hone 
that soon they will take an active part in the fight. Ite have full" 
confidence. that this mobilization will ’nnede the ratification of tho 
treaty, which ’would be a considerable triumph for the cause of peace.
